1.7, Author of the Book of Wiſaom fpeaks, the 
Spirit of the Lord filleth the World; if we 
climb up into Heaven he is there, if we go 
down to Hell he is there alſo; there is no 
going from his Spirit, no flying from his 
Preſence, He comprehends all Things 
perfectly in himfelf, and is at all Times e- 

qually preſent both in his fimple Eſſence 
and by the immediate and perfect Exerciſe 
of all his Attributes, to every Part and An- 
gle of the Univerſe, as if the Whole were 
but one ſingle Point. From whenee it fol. 
lows that nothing is hid from him; for he 
is every where, even in the inmoſt Recef- 
ſes of dur Hearts, and therefore knows 
every Thing, even the moſt private Wiſhes, 
the moſt ſecret Intentions and Deſigns of 
all the Men in the World. Were we ſur- 
rounded with the thickeſt Darkneſs,were the 
Rocks and the Mountains to cover us, yet 
feb.

Which Knowledge is neceſſary in order 
to the Judgment of the World: All Men 
ſhall be judg' d, not only for their Words 
and Actions, but the very Thoughte of 
their Hearts, whether they have ben good, 
or whether they have been evil; and there- 
fore it is as certain that God has a conti- 
nual Inſpection into the Hearts of all Men, 
and a perfect Cognizance of them, 'as it is 
that he governs and will judge the World. 

Farther, He is the Author of our Beings, 
he furniſh'd our Mind with all its Faculties, 
and in him we live and exerciſe them; and 


may we not then ſay with David, He that pm 9% 
made the Ear, ſhall he not bear? He that 9, &c- 


made the Eye, ſhall he not ſee ? He that 
teacheth Man Knowledge, (hall be not kriow ? 
And he that fram'd the Intelle&, ſhall not 
he diſcern all the ſeveral Operations of it.

2. No other Being doth know the Hearts 
of all Men. As the Omnipreſence of God is 
a certain Proof that he does know the Hearts 
being Men, ſo the Finiteneſs of all other 


ings is as certain a Proof that they do 
not; for none of them can be every where in 
the ſame Point of Time as he is, therefore 
neither can they know every thing as he 
does, but as their Preſence is limited, ſo is 
their Knowledge. 
Beſides this, the Heart of Man is ſo un- 
ſearchable, and it is ſo far beyond the Reach 
of any created Being to diſcern the Secrets 
of all Men, that neither Men, nor Angels, 
nor Devils, can fully and certainly know 
the Heart of any one individual Perſon, how 
near ſoever they may be to him. 
The Ways that one Man has of coming 
at the Thoughts of another are uncertain 
and fallacious. Words may be falſe, and 
Looks diſſembling, and yet we may think 
them real and unfeign'd; and when they 
are ſo, we may then diſtruſt them as unſin- 
cere and counterfeit; and ſo we may live 
Tears together with a Man, and yet never 
once be able to dive into his Heart. There 
1s nothing to be gather'd out of the Re- 
ſerv'd and Silent, and we are not ſure that 
the moſt familiar Diſcourſe will let us into 
the true Sentiments of the Free and Conver- 
ſable. © When the Mind is in a violent Agi- 
A tation,

tation, ſtruck with a ſudden Surprize of 
Grief or Joy, and toſs'd with a Storm of 
Paſſion, the Aſpect gives Notice of it to the 
Beholders, and an inward Commotion is vi- 
ſible in the outward Features. But then 
what is the true Cauſe of this Diſorder, and 
what Reflections the Mind makes upon it 
when all is calm, and the Tranſport is over, 
and what the Thoughts are when they are 
ſmooth, and the Ruffle ceaſes, will ſtill be 
a Secret. Should my Friend communicate 
to me all that he knows, unboſom himſelf, 
and tell me the very Secrets of his Soul, I 
ought to believe, becauſe he is my Friend, 
that he makes a thorough Diſcovery, and a 
faithful Repreſentation of his inward State ; 
but whether he does or not, is more than I 
can know, for he cannot ſþew me his Heart, 
and therefore I can have no infallible Cer- 
tainty whether the Account he gives me of 
it be entirely conſonant to it, I cannot be 
aſſur'd whether he does not conceal ſome 
Particulars from me, and prevaricate in 
others; all the Information I can receive is 
from his Words, and other outward Signs, 
which he frames as he pleaſes, and if he 
has a mind to impoſe upon my Credulity, 
he may, and I cannot with all my Penetra- 
-tion find whether he deceives me or- not; 
but nothing can be hid from God, there 1s 
no equivocating with him; my Friend 0 
ca

deal dereivfully with me, and 1 may not 
apprehend it, but he cannot do ſo with the 
Scaroher of Hearts, who has an abſolute 
und an intimate Knowledge of all his Paſſi- 
ons and Affections, of all his Motives to 
Action, his Meditations with himſelf, his 
Opinions of Things and Perſons, his De- 
Kres, his Deſigns, and his Deliberations vp- 
on chem, all hich taken together are uſu- 
ally in Seripture Language expreſſed. by 
one Word, the Heart. Now this Know- 
Jedge of the Heart is peculiar to the Maker 
of it, and is not to be attain'd by Man, or 
any other Creature, of what Rank ſoever. 
Sood and bad Angels may know: more 
of it than we do; but all the Knowledge 
they have of it muſt be gather d from Ef-

Let him then ſupport himſelf with 
this Conſideration, and let him not loſe his 
Patience when he 1s perſecuted with ſpite- 
ful Scandals, nor ſuffer his Spirits to be-de- 
jected when he is oppreſs'd with a Load of 
Infamy : What if grievous Things be laid 
to his Charge, and there happen to be ſore 
unlucky Incidents, which (being artfully 
manag'd by the ſubtil Contrivance of his 
Enemies) hinder him from clearing himfelf 
to the World, fo that he is brought into a 
general Diſeſteem, and paſſes for one of the 
worſt of Men? Yet has he not a Conſcience, 
has he not the Diſcerner of his Conſcience 
to bear hm Witneſs of his Integrity, and 
have not the Eyes of the ſupream Ruler of 
the World beheld his Righteoufneſs? Why 
then ſhould he be ſhaken ar the Breath of 
the People, or caſt down at the Hatred of 
Men > Tho? here he be condemn'd and 
branded with the fouleſt Characters, yet 
there is a Court that will finally acquit 
him, and then all good Men will be ſorry 
that they ever had an ill Opinion of him, 
and thoſe who wrong'd him knowingly wilf 
be cloth'd with Shame and Confuſion of

2d, The Conſideration, that God bnonis 
our Hearts, is the only Preſeruative againſt 
evil Thoughts, which we have all the more 
occafion for, becauſe the Mind being out of 
the View of Men, we are apt to take the 
greater Liberty, and freely think of thoſe 
Fhings, which we ſhould be either aſham'd 
or afraid to do in the Preſence of a Man, 
or even to confeſs that they were ever fo 
much as once in oux Thoughts. We know 
that Men cannot pry into our Hearts, or 
intruda upon the Privacy of our Souls, and 
this makes us fancy our ſelves, ſecure, whilſt 
we arc guilty only in Thought of the moſt 
ridiculous Follies and the moſt ſcandalous 
Vices. But if we would but confider that 
the a/l-obſerving Eye of Omnipotence is in- 
ceflantly upon us, and ſees evety Thought 
of our Hearts, and that nothing ſhall be 
hid which ſhall not be laid open to all Men 
that ever have been, are, or ſhall be in the 
World, when God comes to fit in Judgment 
upon them all, if we would but conſider 
this, we ſhould certainly keep a ſtricter 
Guard upon our Thoughts, and ſtand in 
awe, and fin not, and fhould be as care ful 


to: compoſe our Minds, and as watchful 
over our Thoughts, to reftrain them from 
every thing that is indecent, immoral or 
profane; as we fhould be to frame our 
Words, and obſerve a juſt and regular De-

portment in all our Actions and Geſtutes, 
if we were in the Preſence· Chamber of 2 
Sovereign Prince, or be fore the moſt au- 
guſt Aſſembly upon Earth. For we have 
infinitely more to hope from the Favour, 
and infinitely more to dread from the Dif: 
pleaſure of God than of any Mortal what- 
ſoever; and why then ſhould we bluſh to 
commit the leaſt unſeemly thing in the 
Preſence of a Mortal, and yet boldly ven- 
ture to commit a thouſand groſs: Enormities 
before that high and holy One who inbabi- 
teth Eternity, and whoſe Glories fill both 
the Heavens and the Earth ? This proceeds 
from our not - conſidering God as always 
preſent with us: The Preſence of a Man 
reſtrains us from Sin, becauſe we. ſee him, 
but the Preſence of God has not the ſame 
Effect, becauſe we ſee him not; and this 
occaſions us to take as much Liberty, and 
to be altogether as careleſs and negligent as . 
if we were really out of bis Sight, as he is 
out of ours. But this fatal Miſcarriage 
might be entirely prevented by Conſiderati- 
on; for being affur'd by Scripture, and con- 
vinc'd by Reaſon, that God is preſent with 
us at all Times, and in all Places, we can 
no more doubt of it than if he was viſible 
to our Eyes; and therefore all we are want- 
ing in, is only actually to 2 of what 
we aſſuredly know. If we did this, and al- 
ways 
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ways kept a lively Senſe of the Divine Pre- 
ſence, it would be happy for us; for if we 
reflected upon an all-wife and powerful Be- 
ing, our Creator, our Preſerver, and our 


Judge, as looking down upon us, and ob- 
ſerving all our Thoughts, we ſhould find 


this would be a mighty Check to the very 
firſt Motions of Sin, able to curb it as ſoon 


as it is conceiv'd in the Heart, before it 
breaks out either into Words or Actions; 


this would moſt of all deter us from Evil, 


enliven our fainting Reſolutions, give new 
Strength to languiſhing Virtue, ſupport us 
in the Times of Difficulty, be the ſtrongeſt 
Antidote againſt Temptations,and the great- 
eſt Encouragement to perſevere in a con- 
ſtant Courſe of Goodneſs; ſo general and 
efficacious an Influence would this one Re- 
flection have upon our whole Lives; there- 
fore let us endeavour to ſet God always be- 
fore us; let not the Hurry of Buſineſs, the 
Allurements of Pleaſures, the Variety of 
outward Objects, divert our Thoughts from 
this Contemplation, but let us make it ha- 
bitual to us; eſpecially whenever we come 
to ſwear by his Name, invoking him as a 
Witneſs of the Truth of what we depoſe, 
as oft as ever we call upon his Name in Pray 
er, let both theſe Acts of Worſhip be con- 
ſtantly preceded by a Pauſe of Recollection, 
that God is preſent with us, and this will

Men ſincere, that can only, be effected by a

and ſincerely, and the greateſt Diſcourage- 
ment that can be to play the Hypocrite 

tho? Hypocriſy would be never ſo gainful 
to them, for no Gains can compenſate the 
Loſs of one's Soul; and if our Hearts are 
falſe and hollow, ſuch will they appear, in 
ſpite of all our Subtilty, to the Searcher of 
them, and then no Tricks, no Fetches will 
bring us off at the laſt, nor elude the Sen- 
tence of that all-knowing and impartial 
Judge.

taking of falſe Oathe, nor giving of falſe 


Evidence; there would be no Subornati- 
on of Witneſſes, nor Corruption in Courts.
